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investigation. He told how the employes, 
backed by political influence, relused to 
recognize the authority of the Superintend­ 
ent. When asked about the expensiveness 
of the Cook County Asylum, as compared 
with State institutions, he said: “In State 
institutions the rate is about $S per capita 
per month, while in the Cook countv insti­ 
tution it is at least $12.” He believed that 
Cook county had paid as high as $50 per 
month per capita. Most ot the expense 
was for whisky. With 1,500 patients in 
Kankakee (the Xorthern S ate Asylum) 
the liquor bills amount to $200 or $300 per 
year. In Chicago, with an average ot .$00 
or 900 people, the same bills amounted to 
$3,000 or $4,000 per annum. The excessive 
cost was largely due to stealing.

CHICAGO SENSATION. 


F u rth e r D evelopm ent» in th e D r. C ronin 
M u rd er C ase. 


C h ic a g o , May 2 3 d .—P . O . Sullivan, an I 
ice-dealer in Lake View, was under arrest 
this morning in connection with the Cronin‘ 
murder, but was soon cleared. 
On the] 
night of Cronin’s disappearance the m an, 
with whom he left claimed his services 
were wanted at Sullivan’s ice-house, where 
an employe had been injured. 
After 
Cronin’s disappearance Sullivan said he 
had a contract with CroDin to attend men 
injured while in his employ, Cronin to re­ 
ceive $50 a year. He denied, however, that 
any one was injured thut night, or that Dr. 
Cronin had been sent for to his knowledge. 
He asserted again to-day that he knew 
nothing that would throw any light oa the 
murder. He will be closely watched. 
Hundreds viewed the remains to-day, 
and friends and acquaintances, without a 
single exception, declare the body is that of 
Dr. Cronin. 
Woodruff, whose real name 
is Frank Black, was to-day indicted by the 
Grand Jury on the charge of larceny of the 
horse he hired from Charles Dean, the of­ 
fense for which he was first arrested. He 
still insists that it given his liberty he 
could find one of the men who was with 
him when the trunk wa3 taken to Lake1 
View. 
■ 
■ 
Judge Longenecker said this afternoon 
that important clews were obtained and 
the murderers would probably be arrested 
within twenty-four hours. 
, 
The Coroner this afternoon impaneled a 
jury to make an investigation into the 
cause of death and then adjourned the 
hearing until next Tuesday, pending the 
result of the investigation by the police. 


C h ic a g o , May 23d.—Representatives of 
all the societies of which Dr. Cronin was a 
member held a meeting at the Grand Pa­ 
cific to-night to make arrangements for the 
final disposition of his remains and take 
preliminary steps towards the possible ap­ 
prehension of the murderers. 
The re­ 
mains were brought in from Lake View 
this afternoon and are now at the under­ 
taking establishment and being prepared 
for burial. 
Decomposition has advanced 
too far to permit of the remains being em­ 
balmed. 
The funeral will be held Sunday 
at the Church of the Holy Name, at tlie 
corner of Superior and State streets. The 
manner of the interment lias not yet been 
fully made. 
It is undecided whether the 
remains will be placed in a vault or buried 
in Calvary Cemetery. 
in this ciisis all eyes are turned to Wood­ 
ruff. His every utterance is seized, an­ 
alyzed and compared with former state­ 
ments. In the public mind a conclusion 
has long since been reached that he liol<!3 
the secret of Dr. Cronin's murderers. To 
disclose it would be suicidal. AH this and 
more is baldly asserted on every hand, and 
incidentally the police and their methods 
are severely criticised. 
When Cronin’s 
body, was found Wrodruff was quietly in­ 
formed of the fact in his cell. He was not 
taken into the presence of tlxe corpse, as 
some believed he should have been, and 
the effect observed. Again, Mrs. Conkiin, 
with whom the doctor resided, and who 
saw and talked with the stranger who 
called for Dr. Cronin, has not been brought 
into Woodruff’s presence with a view to 
possibly identifying him as the man who 
drove off with him in the buggy. 
The post mortem examination on the 
body of Dr. Cronin was held thi3 morning. 
Dr. Todd, the County Physician, and his 
nssistuut, Mr. Egbert, directed the exam­ 
ination, which was carefully made and oc­ 
cupied nearly three hoars. The skull was 
cut open and the brain removed. After 
the scalp had been taken off the physicians 
discovered that the bones composing the 
skuil had scarcely been marked by the 
blows from the sharp instruments which 
It was thought caused the doctor’s death. 
There was n o sign of c o n g e s t io n a b o u t 
the b r a i n , b u t t h e I u d e s and p u l m o n a r y 
c a v ity were f ille d with blood. 
The physicians say this might have re­ 
sulted from the fact that the body was 
placed bead downwards in the catch-basin. 
A cut half tin inch long was found upon 
the neck and scarcely a bruise upon the 
lower limbs. The theory that he was 
choked to deatli was easily explained. The 
doctors found no signs of suffocation and 
discovered no bruises about the neck such 
as would result from strangling a man with 
a towel or rope. 
The physicians were taken aback on 
finding there was no fracture of any kind 
on the skull bones or small hones about the 
face. Dr. Todd was of the opinion the cuts 
on the scalp must have been made by a 
knife or some lighter weapon than an ice 
t ick or hatchet, but could not account for 
the cause of death, 
except from the 
contusions resnlticg from severe bruises. 
Other physicians could not agree as to the 
cause of dealti although all were of the 
opinion that Cronin might 
have been 
killed by a blow at the outer corner of the 
left eye. Even this blow was not hard 
enough to fracture or splinter the bones 
under the skin. 
A (ientist fully identified the plate sup­ 
porting the false teeth as the one lie had 
made over a year ago for Dr. Cronin. He 
also identified the gold filling in one of the 
upper teeth. 
John Cronin, a brother of 
Dr. Cronin, arrived from Arkansas this 
afternoon and he positively identified the 
body as that of his brother. 


WOODRUFF INDICTED. 
Woodruff or Black, who claims to have 
hauled the mysterious trunk the night of 
Cronin's disappearance, was indicted by the 
Grand Jury this afternoon for the'theft of 
the horse. 
He still maintains that he 
could clear up the trunk mystery and the 
Cronin mystery if he was sent out with 
two officers. 
William B. Hitchkiss re­ 
ports for the Inter-Ocean that he did a little 
piece of wotk to-night on his own account, 
the result of which may be the disclosure 
of the 
fact 
that 
another 
person be­ 
sides Cronin was murdered. 
Hotchkiss 
found that the 
suburban police had 
neglected to search the basin after remov­ 
ing Cronin’s corpse. He decided to under­ 
take the work himself, and a little patience 
and toil soon showed he was not to go un­ 
rewarded. At the bottom of the sewer 
basin, concealed in the water, was found a 
bloody towel exactly similar to the one 
which was wrapped around Cronin's bead. 
Further groping brought 
up a human 
finger, so badiy decomposed that it was im­ 
possible to determine whether it was that 
of a man or a woman. 
The recollections of Woodruff's story 
about the body of a woman were brought 
up by the find, as well as the theory of a 
possible fight between Cronin and the 
other parties. The woman’s body. Wood­ 
ruff" said, was cm up in pieces, and the 
fiuding of this finger is taken as a possible 
corroberation of his story. The doctors 
who examined Cronin's corpse say none of 
his fingers were missing. 
C hicago, May 23d.—There is little doubt 
but that before the mystery of Cronin’s 
m urder is cleared up some persons high in 
the councils of various Irish Nationalist 
Societies will be im plicated in the sensa­ 
tional crime. 
It is said that duriDg the in­ 
cumbency of one of the Presidents of the 
National League an enormous sum was 
frittered away or actually misappropriated, 
some people putting the am ount as high 
as half a million of dollars. 
It is also said 
that the official referred to, and a leading 
N ationalist, who was recentljqappointed to 
a high office by President H arrison, may 
find themselves in difficulty before long. 
The statem ent is openly made here to-night 
that the Clan-Na-Gael will spend $50,000 in 
huntiDg down and convicting the assassin.

U ncle Sam W an ts to K now W h a t is Going 
On a t H ayti. 
W ashington, May 23d.—It is reported 
that the United States war vessel Boston 
will be sent to llayti, carrying a commis­ 
sion under the authority of the State De­ 
partment to ascertain and report upon the 
condition of affairs in Hayti. * It is to learn 
whether there is a disposition upon the 
part of any European (-overnments to in­ 
terfere in Haytian matters, and what, if any 
action, is required on behalf of the United 
States. Blaine declines to talk on the sub­ 
ject. 


A DENIAL. 
W a sh in g t o n, May 23d.— The United 
States steamer Boston, now at New York, 
will be ordered to Hayti in a day or two. 
Secretary Tracv says the order is in pursu­ 
ance of his police of relieving frequently 
vessels on the West India station when 
they are exposed to yellow fever. He 
added, if any one connected with the State 
Department was going on the Boston he 
did not know it. Officials at the State De­ 
partment were equally ignorant of the in­ 
tention to send a representative to Hayti. 


LAW LESSNESS AT G U TH R IE. 


U nited S tates T roops A re C alled O ut to 
S uppress a R iot. 


G u t h r i e (I. T.), May 23d.—The city of 
Guthrie was thrown into a ferment of ex­ 
citement this afternoon when a riot oc­ 
curred between a mob of land jumpers and 
the city authorities. On the 22d of April. 
Driscoll, from Chicago, located a claim and 
proceeded to erect some frame houses. 
Soon afterward a niau bv the name of 
John Diemer appeared and put a lent im­ 
mediately in front of Driscoll. A dispute 
arose between the two men, and they 
finally agreed to leave the dispute to an 
arbitration committee about ten davs ago. 
The committee decided in favor of Dris­ 
coll. The city marshals at once served a 
writ of ejectment on Diemer, and were pro­ 
ceeding to tear down his house when a 
Deputy United States Marshal appeared 
upon the scene and placed the city mar 
shals under arrest. United States Marshal 
Needles yesterday ordered the deputy not 
to interfere with the city marshals in ser­ 
vice of writs. 
This afternoonn the City Marshals or­ 
dered Diemer off the lot, but he refused to 
go. 
Diemer is a "Du'chman” of 300 
pounds avoirdupois and he would not 
budge, end the Marshals carried him off 
bodily several times, but each time he 
would return. 
Meanwhile a mob of the 
“Dutchman’s” friends had assembled, and 
they shouted to the old man to hold the 
fort and that they would stand by him. 
Each time the Marshals tore down the 
“Dutchman's” tent the mob would replace 
it. Then they hoisted the American tiag 
on the tent’s peak and hurrahed lustily. 
This mob was composed of a gang of land 
jumpers who are disposed to defy the au ­ 
thorities and make this a test case. 
The mob became very disorderly and 
one of them shouted, “ Let’s hang the Mar­ 
shal.” This man was immediately placed 
under arrest. 
Immediately there arose a 
cry from the mob, “To the rescue I to the 
rescue!” Men felt in their hip-pockets for 
revolvers, women screamed and ran from 
the scene of danger, wtiile the mob made a 
rush for the jail, shouting, “Tear it down ! 
Tear down the ja il! ' 
But fortunately be­ 
fore they reached the lock-up the man bad 
already been released on an order from 
Mayor Dyer. In the meanwhile the United 
States troops arrived upon the scene at 
double-qnick. 
During the melee Marshal 
Needles was very much agitated. 
A conference was immediately held be­ 
tween Captain Cavanaugh, Mayor Dyer 
and Marshal X’eedles. At one time Cava­ 
naugh said to Needles, “ Why don't you 
run this lawless element'out of town.” A 
bystander spoke up and said, "W ill you do 
this, Captain Cavanaugh?” Captain Cava­ 
naugh said if the United States Govern­ 
ment would give him authority he would 
see that everyone of them was put aboard 
the Santa Fe and shipped out of the coun­ 
try. 
This statement was greeted with 
cheers from the law-abiding citizens and 
jeers from the lawless element. At 10 
o’clock to-night the United States troops 
are patrolling the scene of this afternoon’s 
riot. The mob has threatened 10 burn 
down Dwyer's house.

F ro m tlie Stalk W ith o u t W etting. 


W a s h in g t o n , May 23d.—Since the recent 
publication in these dispatches of a letter by 
the Assistant Secretary of Agriculture re­ 
specting the existence of a machine that 
will take tlax fiber from the stock without 
wetting, the mail of the department has 
been burdened with letters on the subject, 
showing its national interest. 
One of the letters received was from a 
manufacturer in the Northwest who ha- 
invested nearly $100,000 in the business of 
llax-mnnufacturing. The writer says he 
has made two trips to Ireland and Belgium 
and has seen the operations of the machine 
referred to, and confirms all that is claimed. 
He further agrees with the original writer 
that the country is on the verge of a great 
revolution in the production and manufact­ 
ure of tlax. 
Considerable interest is shown in the cor­ 
respondence in the success of the experi­ 
ment of growing flax more abundantly as 
the solution of the difficulties and burdens 
which it is said are forced upon the fanners 
of the Northwest by the twine trust. The 
department is considering, in connection 
with the flax question, the whole subject of 
the growth of fibrou3 plants, especially 
hemp and jute. 


ALASKAN F IS H E R IE S . 


T he R evenue s te a m e r R u sh O rd ered to 
B e h rin g Sea. 
W ashington, May 23d.—Secretary V.’in- 
dom to-day signed the sailing orders of the 
revenue steamer Rush, directing that she 
sail immediately upon receipt of instruc­ 
tions to Alaska and then to cruise dili­ 
gently in Behring Sea for the purpose of 
warning all persons against entering such 
waters lor the purpose of violating Section 
1956 of the Revised Statutes, and arresting 
all persons and seizing all vessels found to 
he or who have been engaged in the viola­ 
tion of the laws of the United States 
therein. 
Section 1955 of the Revised Statutes re­ 
ferred to above provides that no person 
-hail kill any otter, mink, marten, sable or 
fur seal or other fur-bearing animal within 
the 
limits 
of the Alaskan Territory 
or 
in 
the 
waters 
thereof, 
and 
every 
person guilty thereof shall for 
each offense be fined not less than $200 nor 
more than $1,000, or imprisonment not 
more than six months, or both such fine 
and impris-ument, and all vessels, their 
tackle, apparel, furniture and cargo found 
engaged in violation of tins section shall 
be forfeited. 
But the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall have power to authorize 
the killing of any such mir.k. marten, sable 
or other fur-bearing animal 'except for 
seals under such regulations as he may 
prescribe, and it shall be the duty of the 
Secretary to prevent the killing of any fur 
seal and to provide for the execution of the 
provisions of this section nntil it is other­ 
wise forbidden by law, nor shall he grant 
anv special privileges under this section. 
The commanding officer of the Rush is 
also furnished with a copy of the Act of 
March 2, 1889, and the President’s procla­ 
mation of March 21, 1 $80. regarding the 
protection of the seal and salmon fisheries 
of Alaska, and is instructed to enforce ibeir 
provisions. The Rush is uow at San Fran­ 
cisco, ready for sea, and will sail immedi­ 
ately upon receipt of the orders which were 
mailed at Washington this afternoon. 
The revenue steamer Bear, which is now 
fitting out at San Francisco for an expedi­ 
tion to Point Barrow, Alaska, has also been 
designated to assist in the protection of the 
Alaskan fisheries, and will follow the Rush 
in a short time. Her orders are now being 
prepared at the Treasury Department. 


N E W NAVY ORDNANCE. 


Im m eoso G uns W ith a R ange o f Ten 
M iles. 
W ashington, May 231.—The Ordnance 
Bureau of the Navy Department has com­ 
pleted two of the ten-inch steei breech- 
loading rifles for the 
monitor Mianto- 
nomah. These are the largest and most 
powerful guns yet turned out for the navy. 
One of them has been fully tested, with 
the most gratifying results, as’ it compares 
favorably with the best products of the re­ 
nowned European ordnance works. The 
muzzle velocity attained was 2,000 feet per 
second. Its range could not be determined 
owing to the lack of sufficiently large 
proving grounds, but it is estimated at ten 
miles. 
Soon after the contracts are awarded for 
the construction of the 2,500-ton gunboats 
preparations will begin at the Washington 
Ordnance Yard for the manufacture of 
their peculiar ordnance, which is to be 
made up entirely of rapid-fire guns of ex­ 
traordinary calibres as compared with the 
guns of this type now in our navy vessels. 
The largest guns of this kind will be six 
inches in caliber, but owing to the sim­ 
plicity and compactness of their mechan­ 
ism and construction they will exceed in 
weight the six inches of the kind now in 
use, although they are fully equal to them 
in range and accuracy 
and are vastly 
■superior in offensive power by reason of 
their rapidity of fire.

The counting of votes under the Story 
plan, which is now the law of the State 
received its first practical test in Stockton 
recently, and according to all accounts was 
very successful, and demonstrated the use­ 
fulness claimed for it, and which we 
have never doubted. The surprise is that 
the late Legislature ever passed the law. 
How it came to slip through the meshes of 
the net cast for all reforms and progress 
suggested or attempted, will remain an un­ 
solved riddle. But it must not he under­ 
stood1 that the Story plan does away with 
the necessity for ballot reform. On the 
contrary, its success actuates the demaud 
for the introduction of the system of vot­ 
ing as proposed by the Young Men’s Dem­ 
ocratic League of San Francisco, and 
which is in elifect the same measure as that 
vetoed last week by Governor Hill of New 
York, and which has been adopted in five 
States of the Union. The Story system 
shortens the time of counting the ballots, 
and to the extent that it reduces the time 
in which frauds can be committed, is a re­ 
form measure. But it does not touch the 
question of the secresy of the ballot, nor 
does it in any way further that other great 
end to be attained, the freeing of the voter 
from the domination of those who may 
have an interest in compelling him to vote 
as they wish. Nor does the Story system 
in any way help the neglected man ; the 
man who has been manipulated out of the 
party Convention, or choked off in the 
caucus. I'nder the League system, or the 
Saxton bill, which Governor H ill made 
his political death warrant, the neglected 
man has a right to become a candidate and 
to be voted for whether the autocrats of 
politics wish it or not, so long as he can 
secure the indorsement of a given number 
of freeholders of his State or district that 
he is a fit person to compete for an official 
position. If the idea is gaining currency 
that the Story law is a substitute for re­ 
form, the false impression should be dissi­ 
pated by the explanations of the friends 
of real ballot reform, who must keep the 
agitation alive, not allowing it to flag for 
one moment, in order that the public sen­ 
timent may be fully educated upon and in 
sympathy with the reform by the time the 
next Legislature assembles. 
I n another column we present an article 
signed by the Manager and Secretary of 
the State Board of Trade, which treats of 
the labor problem as related to the vine- 
yardlsts and fruit-growers of the State. 
The State Board of Trade is anxious to 
impress upon the farming commnnities of 
the State the truth that the cutting off of 
new supplies of Chinese labor need not 
cripple them in their harvest, and that 
there is in the State, or at easy call, suf­ 
ficient labor to meet all reasonable de­ 
mands. But to put competent white labor 
into the field iron which it has so long 
been excluded the -co-operation of the 
agriculturists is needed. If they desire to 
reap the benefits of the exclusion from our 
social and industrial system of the non- 
aisimilative class, they must encourage the 
effort to put deserving white labor into the 
fields heretofore largely occupied by the 
Chinese. They must be willing to disre­ 
gard the mere question of “ money cheap­ 
ness," and cast their influence in favor of 
encouragement to the white laborer who is 
caimble of becoming a home builder, and 
of contributing to the material welfare and 
to the defense of the State. If we are 
sincere, say the officers of the Board, in 
the demand for the exclusion of the Chi­ 
nese laborer, we must make it manifest in 
a willingness to receive in his stead the 
white worker, who has been nnable here­ 
tofore to enter the field of industry in 
competition with the Mongolian, because 
of the demands of the white man’s civil­ 
ization upon him. The Board says it will 
he able to supply the vineyardists and 
fruit-growers with all the labor they will 
need, and it propo-cs to now test the ques­ 
tion of sincerity involved, and ascertain if 
indeed the demand for white labor will be 
met by willingness to receive it. 


T h e payment of forty shillings into 
open Court by the London Times as dam­ 
ages tendered in the I’amell libel suit, is 
absurd. Not long ago the Times offered 
Parnell some thousands of pounds sterling 
in compensation for the libei, and on the 
trial of the O’Donnell case counsel for the 
paper declared that if the charges of the 
Times were not true, then they were the 
most outrageous libels ever penned. In 
view of these facts the tender now made 
in Court can be looked upon as a bit of 
grim humor—or rather an attempt at 
humor. It does mean, however, that the 
Timer will defend itself in the action. 


Tin; manner in which a Chinese trade- 
ttnion in .San Francisco took revenge u|>on 
an opponent was barbarous and horrifying. 
Yet the world presents examples in which 
the superior race has resorted to just as 
murderous and barbaric ends to accom­ 
plish revenges for not thinking or acting 
according to the dictation of an associated 
few. Horrible as was the murder of the Chi­ 
naman this week, it has been paralleled 
by whites for precisely the same causes 
and with no more of palliating excuses for 
the crime. 


THE OTHER SIDE. 


CLOSE OF THE PROSECUTION IN 
THE BILLINGS CASE. 


G rove L. Johnson M akes th e O pen­ 
ing S tatem ent for th e D efense 
—M ore Testim ony. 


On the reassembling of Judge Arm­ 
strong’s Court yesterday the hearing of the 
case of the People against L. N. Billings for 
the murder of Francis D. Lighthall was 
resumed. The Court-room was densely 
packed with spectators. The family of the 
defendant and a few lady friends were pres­ 
ent. 
Mr. Johnson, counsel for the defense, 
moved to strike out the testimony of Mrs. 
Hildreth given on the preceding day, 
which motion the Court denied, and the 
defense excepted. 
Henry Altpeter, a fisherman residing 
near the place where the tragedy occurred, 
testified to having heard two pistol shots 
in that direction on the morning of March 
1st last. 
Mrs. Mattie Marsh being called, testified 
that she resided near the Lighthall resi­ 
dence, and on the 1st day of March last 
heard two pistol shots fired on the place 
occupied by the latter. 
Frank Hiidreth. a cousin of Francis 
Lighthall, testified that he was present at 
an interview between the defendant and 
the Lightballs on Tuesday preceding the 
tragedy. Witness was there for the pur­ 
pose of assisting in the removal from the 
ranch. Overheard what was said between 
the parties. Mr. Billings said he had run 
the ranch, and was going to run it. If he 
could not do it without, he had the tools 
in bis pocket with which to doit. Otis 
Billings was present at the time. 
The defense moved to have the witness’ 
testimony stricken out, which was denied. 
On cross-examinaiion, witness said the 
remark was made toward the close of the 
interview between the parties. Witness 
had taken some part in the conversation. 
Lucinda Lighthall testified that she was 
at the ranch on the Tuesday preceding the 
tragedy; went there to help her relatives 
move; heard the defendant say that he was 
going to run the ranch, and had the neces­ 
sary tools in his pocket, etc. This was in 
reply to a remark made by W. A. Light­ 
hall to the effect that if he were running 
the ranch he would not have Billings about 
there. 
Ou cross-examination witness said she 
had talked with their lawyer about her 
testimony. Had not talked about it with 
any other person. 
William A. Lighthall testified that he 
was a relative ot the deceased; met defend­ 
ant Billings and his son at the residence of 
the Lightballs a couple of days prior to the 
tragedy. Went there to help Luther O. 
Lighthall to settle a bill with Billings 
about a pair of horses. Told BiliiDgs that 
if he (the witness) had the contract, he 
would not allow Billings to bamboozle him 
as the latter liad the other Lightballs. 
The defense objected and the objection 
was overruled. 
Ou cross-examination witness said he 
was not feeling very good-natured when he 
made the remark to Billings, as he felt the 
latter had attempted to defraud them. Told 
Billings what 1 thought about him. The 
conversation was after the horses had been 
paid for. 
The prosecution here rested their case. 
At the request of counsel for the defense 
a recess was taken until 1:30 r. m. to allow 
him to prepare for opening that side of the 
case. Mr. Johnson said he was taken 
somewhat by surprise by the rather sudden 
termination of the prosecution's side of the 
case. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
At the afternoon session the Court-room 
was again crowded. The proceedings com­ 
menced by the opening statement of the 
defense as made by Grove L. Johnson, the 
defendant’s brilliant attorney. 
Counsel began his address with a few 
words of praise to the jury for the patient 
and close attention they'had paid to the 
case thus far, and begging for the same 
treatment of the defense. 
The defense in this case, counsel said, 
would be based upon Sections 197,198 and 
199 of the Penal Code, which specified 
cases in which homicide was justifiable, 
and which were read for the benefit of the 
jury. That was the defense which counsel 
would interpose in this case—the theory of 
self-defense. 
Testimony would be pre­ 
sented to show that the killing was done 
in self-defense, t<J protect the defendant 
from an assault by the deceased and his 
father. 
Testimony would also be introduced to 
fully explain the business relations be­ 
tween the defendant and the Ligbthalls. 
To do this, the detense would put in evi­ 
dence the lease to the Billings ranch. The 
prosecution has not introduced this lease, 
although possessed of a copy of it. 
It would be shown by the lease and other 
testimony that the defendant reserved for 
his use, during the life of the lease, the 
barn on the premises, and that all of the 
hay in the barn at the time the L’ghthalls 
t >ok possession belonged to the deiendant. 
It was all put in long before the Lightballs 
t >ok possession. It would be shown that 
in that lease the defendant reserved the 
right to pasture his stock upon the ranch. 
The defendant also reserved one room in 
the house for his own use. 
It was also a part of the agreement that 
the Lightballs were to keep in repair all 
tbe fences on the place, and were to care 
tor the stock on the ranch which belonged 
to the defendant, and that the defendant 
had a perfect right to be upon the ranch at 
any time. All this would be shown to 
illustrate thoroughly the business relations 
between the defendant and the Lightballs. 
It would be shown that the Ligbthalls 
did not live up to their contract as stipu­ 
lated in the lease—tbat Luther O. Light­ 
hall abandoned the place, going to Court- 
land to work tor another man and that he 
had given up all connection with the ranch. 
The ranch was neglected, in consequence, 
and the defendant had tc do a great deal of 
work and expend considerable money, tbus 
accumulating quite a money claim against 
the Ligbthalls. 
It would be showb that on February 21st 
the defendant and the deceased made a set­ 
tlement of the business between them, by 
which the defendant was to allow tbe de­ 
ceased $125 for work done, which the latter 
thought be ought to be paid for. This was 
to apply on the indebtedness ot the de­ 
ceased to the defendant. It would beshown 
that the team and wagon which the l.igbt- 
iialis claimed was on tbat day delivered to 
the defendaut and taken away from tbe 
ranch. It was a part of the agreement that 
the Lightballs should surrender possession 
of the ranch and move away, the defend­ 
ant ami his son to assist in the moving. 
It will be shown that on the Tuesday be­ 
fore the killing the defendant and his son 
went to the ranch with two teams, for 
the purjose of helping to move the 
Lightballs, as agrefd. Luther O. Light­ 
hall stated to the deiendant that he wanted 
some money. He answered that there was 
no money due them. Thevrefused to give 
possession until paid $125. and claimed 
the team which they had in their 
possession. Defendant said they could 
have 
the 
team 
if 
they 
paid 
the balance due on it accorditig to tbe 
original agreement. This they did, send­ 
ing to town and getting the money. 
It would be shown tbat tbe defendant 
and his son took hay from the barn several 
times without any protests whatever from 
tbe Lightballs. 
It would be shown that on Fridav, 
March 1st, the day of the killing, the de­ 
fendant and his son went to the ranch, to 
get another load of hay for Chris. Lang. A 
comparison would be made between the 
physical strength of tbe parties interested 
—it would be demonstrated that defendant 
and liis son were botb physically inferior 
to the Lightballs. It will be shown that 
the defendant and bis son drove up to the 
bouse at the ranch, and, giving pleasant 
greeting to Lutber Lighthall, passed on to 
tbe bain; tbat Lutber and Francis Light­ 
hall followed tbent to tbe barn; that on 
tbe day previous the defendant bad p a ta 
lock upon the barn door; that tbe lock was 
missing and the defendant a«ke«i the Eight­ 
hs Us who bad taken it off; tbat the de­ 
ceased replied tbat be liad ; tbat the de­ 
fendant got off the wagon and fastened the 
lines around the hub of one of the front 
wheels, his usual plan, hi* team being 
spirited and nervous! 
The defendant took from the wagon a 
ceil of barbed wire he had brought, and 
placed it on tbe ground a short distance 
away. Otis Billina had gone into tbe 
barti by the small door aDd unfastened the 
large door from the inside. No objection 
was made to this. Luther Lighthall and 
the deceased told defendant, in harsh lan­ 
guage. that he could not take away the 
hay—that their attorney had advised thctn 
not to let him take away anything until he 
had paid the money they claimed, and tbat 
he could not take the hay unless he were a 
‘ d—d sight better man than they wete ’ 
In backing up his team toward the barn, 


the defendant’s face was turned from the 
Lighthalls, aDd while his back was turned 
one of them struck him with a club and 
the other with his list. Counsel would 
show that the deceased had a club in his 
hand and had struck the defendant, who 
turned and struck his assailant, but not 
with great force. Defendant’s horses became 
frightened at the tumult and started. The 
deceased had his clnb raised to strike the 
defendant a second blow, when Otis Bill­ 
ings interfered. Luther Lighthall gave Otis 
BiliiDgs a severe blow with his club. De­ 
fendant had the reins in one hand and 
with the other pnlled a pistol and fired at 
tbe deceased, who fell to the ground, but, 
arising, picked up a piece of scantling to 
renew tbe attack on the defendant, who 
then fired the second shot in self-defense. 
Counsel would show that the Lighthalls 
commenced the trouble and were the ag­ 
gressors from the start. At the time of the 
shooting the horses had broken away, and 
the defendant ran after them, while his son 
assisted Luther Lighthall in removing the 
deceased to the house. 
The defense would show that the witness 
Olive Hildreth was not, at the time of the 
shooting, where she could see the alterca­ 
tion at all. 
It would be shown that when the de­ 
fendant had returned to the house, and 
proposed to go for a doctor to attend the 
wounded man, the father of the deceased 
said to him : “ It is too late to go fora 
doctor now ; the boy is dead. I don't 
blame you for this trouble, Mr. Billings." 
The defendant then returned to the citv. 
and went to the office of his counsel. His 
wounds were examined by a surgeon, and 
be promptly gave himself up to the Sheriff. 
It will be snown that the defendant had 
carried a pistol for years, as he bad consid­ 
ered tbe road between his ranch and the 
city a dangerous one to travel by night. 
The clubs used in the encounter were the 
sticks of wood commonly used as binders 
on hay wagons. 
The counsel for the defense would under­ 
take to show that the defendant had no 
possible motive nor desire for the killing of 
the deceased, and that the homicide was 
committed in justifiable self-defense. 
Mr. Johnson’s statement was listened to 
with the closest attention, and at its close 
the examination of witnesses for the de­ 
fense began. 
The first witness called was Dr. J. H. 
rarkinson, a physician and surgeon of 
Sacramento. He had been called to Mr. 
Johnson’s office on March 1st. Made an 
examination of L. N. Billings and Otis E. 
Billings. The latter had a contusion on 
the right side of his neck one and a quarter 
inches below the lobe of the ear. On the 
summit of the contusion was an abrasion. 
The contusion was about two inches square. 
Had also an abrasion on the right hand 
and a contusion over the left eye. Had 
blood on his hands, collar and shirt. The 
wound on his neck would require a severe 
blow to produce. 
[Here witness was 
shown tbe two pieces of wood said to have 
been used on the hay wagon ] 
A blow delivered bv such clubs as those 
shown could have inflicted the injuries, 
if young Billings bad been struck 011 the 
head with such a club it might have 
stunned bim and if hit on the temple it 
might have killed him. 
L. N. Billinas had an abrasion upon the 
left side of bis nose and a slight contusion 
over the left eye. 
Cross-examination by prosecution : Otis 
Billings had a contusion ’< n the summit of 
which was an abrasion. [Here tbe witness 
defined the two terms specifically.] The 
contusion was about the size of a hen’s egg. 
The blow came from above and on the 
right band side. The result of such a blow 
would depend upon the weight and shape 
of the weapon used and the direction from 
which it fell. The contusion over the left 
eye might have been made with a man's 
fist.The abrasion upon the defendant’s nose 
was such as, in the case of a healthy man, 
would probably heal entirely within two 
weeks. \Vitnes3 examined the two men 
carefully, taking probably fifteen or twenty 
minutes for the examination. Was called 
by Mr. Johnson. It was 11:17 a . si. when 
the examination began. 
Did not know 
of the homicide until the afternoon. Tbe 
injuries described were the only ones wit­ 
ness saw on the two men. 
Re-direct examination—There was a 
very distinct swelling on Otis Billings’ 
neck. 
Cross-examination—The blood was on 
the young man’s neck, and also on his 
collar and shirt. 
John Riley, a grocer at 1030 E street, 
testified that he knew defendant. Had 
bought hay of him, which was delivered 
on the 28th of February, and prior to that 
date. 
Cross examination—Witness received the 
hay at tbe corner of Tenth and E streets. 
Had had no other business with defend­ 
ant on the day named. 
Counsel for the people asked : “Did he 
not give you some instructions regarding a 
horse on his ranch ?” [Objected to as im­ 
proper cross-exaiuinatioD; objection sus­ 
tained ] 
Defendant and his son hail 
come with the hay. 
The next witness was Abner Burns, a 
farmer residing four miles from the city. 
Knew the defendent and Otis BiliiDgs. 
Saw the latter on the 2d day of March. He 
had a big bruise on the right side of his 
neck, as big as three of witness’ fingers. 
Saw no other bruises on him. 
W. H. Bradley, a hay merchant, doiog 
business at the corner of Eleventh and J 
streets, was familiar with the methods of 
loading hay, and the sticks shown in Court 
were such as were commonly used for load­ 
ing hay. 
Chris. Long knew the Billingses; also 
knew the deceased. The latter had worked 
for him during tbe latter part of February. 
Mrs. Miranda Billings testified that she 
was the wife of the defendant. Otis E. 
Billings was her adopted son. When her 
husband left home on the morning of the 
killing she bad brushed his hat. [A 
mashed hat was here presented bv counsel.] 
.Recognized the bat as her husband's. It 
was not in such broken condition as at 
present. [Hat offered in evidence.] De­ 
fendant and Otis Turner went to the ranch 
for bay several days in succession. Her 
husband had carried a pistol ever since 
buying the ranch. \Vitness told of injuries 
borne by defendant and her son, corrobor­ 
ating Dr. Parkinson's evidence. 
Cross-examination : Witness knew the 
bay team which her husband drove. It 
was very fractious. 
Otis K. Billings, the adopted son of the 
defendant, testified that he was 24 years 
old and weighed 127 pounds. The de­ 
ceased weighed, in bis presence, last De­ 
cember, 170 pounds. He was a powerful 
man. Had known the Lightballs since 
last September. Had frequently been at 
tbe ranch. The defendant had leased the 
ranch to the Lighthalls. [Witness identi­ 
fied the leuse, which was offered in evi­ 
dence ] 
The Lighthalls accepted the lease. They 
were away from the ranch a good deal. 
The hay in the barn belonged to witness’ 
father. It was all put in before making 
the lease on November 1st. 
There was a settlement made between 
the defendant and the Lighthalls,on Febru­ 
ary 22d. The deceased told him that he 
was going to leave the ranch and that the 
defendant was to allow bim $125 in the 
settlement. Luther Lighthall was not at 
tbe ranch at that time. The deceased that 
night delivered back tbe team and wagon 
which the riehndant had sold bis tenants. 
On the Tuesday preceding the killing 
witness and his father took two teams and 
wagon and drove to tbe ranch to help tbe 
Lighthalls move, as bad been agreed upon. 
Luther Lighthall asked the defendant if 
lie hail brought tbe $125. He replied “no”. 
Lighthall then said that one of tbe teams 
witness and bis father bad was his, and he 
would hold it until the money was paid. 
Defendant said he could have tbe team if 
he paid tbe balance due on it. Lighthall 
sent to town for tbe money and paid it to 
tbe defendant, and took the team and 
wagon. 
Witness and his father then drove to the 
barn. Defendaut did not say, “I’m run­ 
ning this ranch, and if I can't do it i have 
something in my pocket to run it with." 
Witness got harness from tbe barn and 
pot it on a horse taken from the pasture. 
He then locked tbe barn and he and de­ 
fendant went home. 
On Wednesday and Thursday witness 
and deiendant went to the ranch and took 
away hay. No objection was made to this 
by the i.ighthalls. 
At this point the Court adjourned until 
to-morrow, when the evidence of the last 
witness will be continued.

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DEADLY DOSE. 


SCICIDE OF AX OLD SACK AMEX- 
TAX YESTERDAY. 


•John J. Gray V isits the City Ceme­ 
tery an d Sw allow s a Dose 
o f Poison. 


John J. Gray, a well-known former citi­ 
zen of this city, committed suicide in the 
City Cemetery yesterday. He had resided 
here for some eighteen years, but a year 
ago removed to San Francisco. On Wed­ 
nesday evening he and his wife came to the 
city, and yesterday visited the Cemetery, 
where Mrs. Gray has a brother buried, and 
while there Gray took the fatal dose. De­ 
ceased was a painter, and formerly did a 
good business here, employing many men. 
Some years ago, however, his business de­ 
clined, and it is said he lost considerable 
money. He bad met with several severe 
falls while pursuing his occupation, and 
his family say that of late years his mind 
has been more or less affected, to the ex­ 
tent, indeed, that he had several times 
hinted at taking his life. Deceased was a 
member in good standing of Sacramento 
Lodge, A O. U. W. He leaves a widow, a 
eon and two daughters. One of the latter. 
Miss Kittie Grav. resides in this city, and 
the other, Mrs. Belmont, in San Francisco, 
where the son also resides. 
Coroner Clark held an inquest on the re­ 
mains last night, at which the following 
facts regarding the suicide were elicited : 
Michael Phelan testified that be was yes­ 
terday employed at the City Cemetery. 
Between 9 and 10 o’clock, while working 
in a low place, witness and a Mr. Boyle 
heard groans coming from a lot above 
them. They went up and found the de­ 
ceased lying on the lot, his wife sitting 
close by, and two ladies and a child were 
in a buggy near by them. On trying to 
assist Gray, the latter told them to go 
away, that he would be all right in a few 
minutes. Mrs. Gray also told them not to 
mind him—that it was only a spasm, and 
that he was accustomed to them. Witness 
and his comrade then returned to their 
work. Every ten or fifteen minutes they 
heard Gray groaning. A little later Super­ 
intendent Parker came along and called 
the men to assist in taking Gray to the 
chapel. While on the way there Mrs. Gray 
remarked : ‘‘Oh, John, my dear husband, 
tell the men what you took.” Gray made 
no reply, but soon said : “ How far is this 
journey going to be ? That bush is on fire ! 
Don’t take me in there !” He was laid in 
the chapel. Gray was not on his own lot 
when found. 
William J. Hardy, another cemetery em­ 
ploye, testified that he found a small bottle 
near the Ninth-street entrance labeled 
“ Strychnine.” It was about thirty or forty 
yards from where he was lying. 'Another 
vial was found by witness Phelan. The 
City Physician picked up an envelope 
which he said also had contained strych­ 
nine. Mrs. Gray remarked to the doctor 
that she had seen her husband tearing up 
the envelope. 
Robert Parker, Superintendent of the 
City Cemetery, corroborated the testimony 
of the other witnesses. He said that alter 
the death of her husband Mrs. Grav be­ 
came greatly agitated and gave evidence of 
deep grief. 
MBS. GBAT’S STORY. 
Mrs. Gray, the widow of deceased, was 
then sworn. She testified that her hus­ 
band was a native of England, and that he 
was 54 years of age. For the past thirteen 
months they had resided in San Francisco. 
She and her husband came up from there 
on Wednesday night. They went to the 
cemetery early yesterday forenoon, at the 
suggestion of her husband. She has a 
brother buried there, and whenever she 
visits the city she goes to the cemetery. 
Her brother is buried just within the 
Ninth-street entrance. They walked about 
for a while, and soon saw her husband in a 
stooping position at a hydrant near by. 
She went to where he was, and as she came 
near she saw him throw away two bottles. 
She asked him what he had done, and he 
replidd : “ Oh, that is all right.” She then 
said: 
Ob, John, have you done any­ 
thing r and he said no’. She thought 
he seemed faint, and had him go and sit 
down. 
Some ladies drove along, and 
wanted to know if they could do anything 
for him, and he replied: “No, go away! 
Don't let them look at me!” Mrs. Gray 
got him some stimulant, and he took a sip. 
He then went into a spasm, and after 
awhile some men came and took him down 
to the chapel. Witness said there were 
times when she thought her husband’s 
mind was not ail right. Her son had re­ 
cently written to her daughter in Sacra­ 
mento to the same effect. 
Mrs. Gray said she did not know that he 
had poison wilh him, but he had threat­ 
ened to do something of the kind before, 
and when she saw him throw away the 
bottles her worst fears were aroused. He 
did not admit having taken poison. He 
had of late been subject to fainting spells. 
Witness said she took him by the hand 
and said she was going for a doctor, and he 
said: "Oli, Kate, don't leave me!” Wit­ 
ness understood that the lady in the buggy 
had gone for a doctor. 
Replying to a juror, Mrs. Gray said that 
her husband ha ! once before made an at­ 
tempt upon his life, but a physician saved 
him. 
THE VERDICT. 
The jury, after a brief deliberation, re­ 
turned a verdict to the effect that the de­ 
ceased had come to bis death from the 
effects of poison taken with suicidal in­ 
tent.

LITERARY PEOPLE. 
Distinguished Literary Visitors—Rosslter 
Johnson and Wife. 
Rosslter Johnson and wife, 6f New York, 
authors of national reputation, visited in 
Saciamento yesterday. They are on a leis­ 
urely tour ecross the continent, having left 
New York nearly a month and a half ago. 
They were entertained at the residence of 
literary friends here. Rossiter Johnson is 
the son of Reuben Johnson, one of the 
little band of patriots who in 1814. with 
three old gnns and a great deal of shrewd­ 
ness, drove off the British fleet from its 
bombardment of Stonington Court. The 
son is a native of Rochester, N. Y., and a 
graduate of Rochester University. He ed­ 
ited the Democrat from 1864 to 186S and 
the Concord Statesman from 1869 to 1872. 
With Ripley and Dana, from 1873 to 1877, 
he edited the American Cyclopedia, and 
with Sidney Gay, prepared the last two vol­ 
umes of the latter's history of the United 
States. In 1883 he became editor of the 
Annual Cyclopedia, a position he still 
holds. He is widely known as the 
creator of the series “Little Classics,” and 
author of “Works of the British Poets,” 
“Famous Single and Fugitive Poems,” 
“Play Day Poems,” Abbreviated edition 
of the "Greater Novels of the English Lan­ 
guage,” “Phaeton Rogers,” a novel, “His­ 
tory of the War of 1812-15,” “History of 
the French War, ending in the conquest of 
Canada,” “Idler and Poet,” "Short History 
of the War of Secession,” and other works, 
and with Charles A. Dana, of “Fifty Perfect 
Poems.” He is known among the boys 
of the land as one of the writers of charm­ 
ing papers for boys in" St. Nicholas.” 
His 
wife, Helen Kendrick, is a 
daughter of Professor Asahel C. Ken­ 
drick. She founded the woman's club in 
New York, known as “ The Meridan,” for 
the discussion of social economy and liter­ 
ary topics. She is author of “ The Roddy 
Books,” “ Tears for Little Ones,” “ Oar 
Familiar Songs and Who Made Them,” 
“ Poems and Songs for Young People,” and 
" The Nutshell Series.” 
Mr. and Mrs. Johnson, accompanied by 
their daughter, yesterday visited the Art 
Gallery, the Capitol and other points of 
interest, and manifested a special desire 
to view the historic relic, Sutter’s Fort—a 
desire which Sacramento friends did not 
encourage, owing to the condition of that 
spot of historic ground. They manifested 
much interest in Sacramento, as the Cap­ 
ital of California, and in the history, Boctal 
condition and progressive promise of Cali- 
ifornia. They were pleasantly impressed 
with Sacramento and its beautiful homes.

office tixed, no bonds are required or given, and 
there is no Federal law requiring the appoint­ 
ment to be made by the Secretary of the in­ 
terior, but your appointment is made by the 
Directors of the Geological Survey, and your 
duties are simply advisory, I 
do not 
think that under the State Constitution vou are 
ineligible for membership on the State River 
Commission.

t'nderthe conditions above named, although 
your position as Consulting Engineer mav be 
lucrative. 1 do not regard it as an office, but it is 
simply the appointment of a temporary em­ 
ploye.

Opinion* Filed by the Suprem e Court 
Y esterday. 
The following opinions of the Supreme 
Court were tiled in the office of J. S. W ill­ 
iams, the Clerk of the Sacramento District, 
yesterday: 
Jeff Tine (respondent) vs. Philip Steffan 
and B. W. Brown—An action to recover 
a balance of $527 20, alleged to be due for a 
lot of sheep sold and delivered by plaintiff 
The judgment aud order appealed from are 
reversed and the cause remanded. 
Pereira (respondent) vs. Smith—Plaintiff 
brought action to enjoin defendant from 
interfering with the former’s use of certain 
natural waters of a stream claimed by the 
plaintiff as a prior appiopriator, and for 
damages for injury already done in ob­ 
structing the flow of that water. Judg­ 
ment and order of lower Court affirmed. 
County of Yuba vs. Thomas Oloke, ad­ 
ministrator—Appeal from an order refus­ 
ing to dissolve a temporary injunction. 
Order appealed from reversed. Chief Justice 
Beatty dissenting. 
Hanscom (respondent) vs. Drullard—An 
action for damages alleged to have resulted 
from the practice, by the defendant, to­ 
wards the plaintiff of false and fraudulent 
representations in the sale to the latter of 
the appurtenances, stock and business of a 
newspaper. 
The plaintiff recovered a 
judgment, from which and an order refus­ 
ing a new trial the defendant appeals.

A M ach in ist M eets W ith a H orrib le D ea th 
a t th e U n ion Iro n W orks.

The State Board of Trade has issued the 
following circular, which should receive the

So m uch has already been said, discussions 
regarding the econom ic status o f the Chinese 
upon our coast have been so prolific, and the 
agitation so constant, th a t it seems alm ost 
useless to begin it again, b u t th e State Board of 
T rade, through its Executive Com m ittee and 
M anager, take th e liberty of again bringing the 
subject beiore you. believing th at only through 
a n honest agitation of the subject and a per­ 
severing reiteration, th a t its object w ill stand 
any chance of success: and this object is to snp- 
plant th e teem ing and cheap Chinese hordes of 
laborers w ith unem ployed and equally as good 
w hite laborers. 
To do this aud to do it effectively needs not 
only your co-operation but your practical every­ 
day observation ot the principles and m axim s 
th a t you, together w ith tbe m ajority ol this 
great country, have laid dow n during the last 
tw elve-m onth. 
You g iv e your money, your 
energies and your tim e, during the last year 
an d a hall, w hen the principal of protection 
w as struggling against th at of free trade ; and 
for w hat, gentlem en, m ay we ask, did you do 
this thing'.’ Was it not th a t the products of 
your vines, your trees and your m anufactured 
articles m ight not be brought fnce to face, in an 
open m arket, w ith th e sam e products, the re­ 
su lt of a cheap aud often 
degraded labor 
in a foreign country '.’ The labor of the country 
stood by you and w ith you in this struggle, 
helping you, and expecting, w hen your object 
w as gained, help from you. The laws have 
throw n the m antle ot protection around vou 
aud the products of your shops and your lield ; 
th an k s to the highest legal tribunal o f our com ­ 
m onw ealth, the laborer is protected from auv 
further iuvasion. But the fact stares th e m ail 
of laI)or in the face, th a t tliefciorde aire a iv 
here is as ready, as willing as ever, to take the 
bread of labor th a t by right belongs to him . 
You gentlem en, em ployers oi labor, asked lor 
your protection from the results of cheap labor, 
asked th at your goods, m anufactured bv home 
labor, m ight not com e into eom act w ith the 
sam e goods, the result of cheap and foreign 
labor. 
You vineyardists asked that the pro­ 
tective duty m ight not be taken from raisins; 
aud a generous aud fair-play loving jieople 
stood by you aud gave you the protection asked. 
In view of this the State Board oi Trade asks, 
is it to lie the fate of our w hite labor to look 
into the doors of factories this sum m er aud see 
th e hands of his Chinese enem y busily engaged 
in labor? Must he sit on flie lenee this long 
sum m er, w hen the vines are hugging close to 
earth w ith th eir golden burdens, and see this 
yellow -skinned foreigner reap the reward of 
labor th at by th e bond o f color belongs to the 
w hite laborer? 
We truly aud sincerely hope th a t such m ay 
not be the fate of the w hite laborer this sum m er 
or any longer. A lready our books are becom ing 
filled w ith the nam es of m en and boys ready 
for the shop, the factory or the field. There is 
a principle lying beneath this question of deeper 
and m ore im portant significance th an the idea 
of cheapness. And, gentlem en, th a t is the 
only reason w hy you ever th in k of taking a 
C hinam an in preference to a w hite m an to 
w ork for you, because of a m oney cheapness, 
feeling th at for a sm aller am ount you can get 
th e sam e work, the sam e results. 
You must 
tak e iuto consideration th at you are succoring 
a class of laborers th at take all and returu 
nothing; you m ust take into consideration that 
your m oney goes, never to return into your com ­ 
m on circulation again; you m ust not keep alive 
a parasitic growth in your m idst by sustaining 
it by feeding it: you m ust not help keep an 
alien class w ith you th at w ill not assim ilate, 
w ill not m ix w ith you, w ill not traffic w ith you, 
aud in death w ishes his bones to be rem oved 
trout your country. And yet you wish to build 
up your State, wislt to see it prosper, wish to see 
fam ily alter fam ily com e here and locate. 
Aud 
you invite 
him 
for w hat? 
To seek labor 
am oug 
his 
own 
by the side of his own 
fellow 
w hite 
laborer? 
Oh, no! 
By the 
side 
of 
John 
th e Coolie. 
A nd 
vet the 
cry continually goes out from California that 
w e would do anything to get rid of our yel­ 
low countrym en. A nd we hold him tightly 
w ith one hand w hile pushing him desperately" 
aw ay w ith the other. There is indeed a princi- 
p 'e in this, a principle of consistency if nothing 
m ore; aud if we cry out against tin evil and 
have the rem edy in our ow n hands, and apply 
it not, we soon becom e the laughing-stock of 
th e country, and w hen n ex t we send our p laint­ 
ive cries across the continent beseeching help, 
people will laugh as they do at the fable of “The 
Boy and the Wolf.” 
As we said at the start, this is an old subject, 
a w ornout subject, a subject of m uch discussion 
and m ore agitation anil less practical observ­ 
ance than any in our m idst. But th e Slate Board 
of Trade has found iu its career th a t only by in ­ 
defatigable industry nud persevering reiteration 
has it ever accom plished anything; and as for 
this subject, we w ill say that, though the echo 
and re-echo of the chestnut bell sounds from all 
sides in our ears, we will probe this subject un ­ 
til we find w hether the m auuiacturcr, th e vine- 
yardist, the fruit-grow er and labor-em ployer 
loves to ta lk a certain w ay to a w hite laborer 
w hen he w ants his vote and a different way 
w hen h e w ants his labor. W hen we solve this 
problem w e w ill drop the subject.
